The m eat w as then 
thro w n o u t u po n tables and the em ­ 
plo y clim bed u po n the table, handled 
the m eat w ith hi^. u nw ashed hands, 
knelt w ith his dirty apro n and tro u s­ 
ers in co ntact w ith the m eat he w as 
spreading o u t, and, after he had fin­ 
ished his o f » era Ho n. again to o k ho ld o f 
th e d irty handles o f the w heelbarro w , 
w ent back fo r ano ther lo ad and re­ 
pented this pro cess indefinitely . 
In­

dev elo ped the fact th a t there 
w as no w ater in this ro o m a t all. and 
the o nly m etho d the man ado pted fo r 
cleaning his hands w as to rti(| them 
against his d irty apro n o r o n his still 
filthier tro u sers. 
As an ex trem e ex am ple o f the entire 
disregard o n th e part o f em plo y es o f 
any no tio n o f cleanliness 'in handling 
dressed m eat, w c saw a ho g that nad 
ju st been killed, cleaned, w ashed and 
sta rted o n its w ay to the co o ling ro o m 
fall fro m the sliding rail to a dirty 
wo o den flo o r and sli« 1e part way Into a 
filthy m en's priv y . 
It w as picked u p 
by tw o em plo y es, placed u po n a tru ck, 
carried into the co o ling ro o m and hu ng 
u p w ith o ther carcasses, no effo rt be­ 
ing m ade to clean it. 
The radical d<*fect in th e present 
sy stem o f inspectio n is that it do es 
no t go far eno u gh.

statin g they hav e been passed u po n by 
go v ernm ent inspecto rs.

As to the inv estigatio n o f th e alleged 
u se o f dy es, preserv ativ es o r chem icals 
in the preparatio n o f cu red meats, sa u ­ 
sages and canned go o ds, w e are no t 
y et prepare*! to repo rt.

into the m atter o f san itary handling

Iu an o th er establish- 
ment, equ ally well kno w n, a lo ng table

scraps w ere dry . leathery and u nfit to 
he eaten; and in the heap w ere fo u nd 
pieces o f pigskin, and ev en bits o f 
ro pe strand and o ther ru bbish.

T he phraseo lo gy o f these label* is 
who lly u nw arranted. 
T he go v ernm ent 
inspecto rs pass o nly u po n the health

They kno w no thing o f the pro cesses 
thro u gh which the m eat has passed 
since th is Inflectio n. 
They do no t 
kno w w hat else may hav e !>cen placed 
in the c*ans in additio n to “inspected 
m eat.” 
As a m atter o f fact, 
they 
kno w no thing abo u t th e “co ntents” o f 
the can u po n which the packers place 
these labels—do no t ev en kno w that 
it co ntains w hat it pu rpo rt* to co ntain. 
The legend "Qu ality gu aranteed" im ­ 
m ediately fo llo wing the statem ent as 
to go v ernm ent inspectio n is who lly u n- 
ju sH flable. 
It deceiv es and is plainly 
designed to deceiv e the av erage pu r­ 
chaser, who natu rally infers fro m the 
label th a t the go v ernm ent gu arantees 
the co ntents o f the can to be w hat it 
pu rpo rts to be.

T he v a ­ 
rio u s departm ents are u nder the direct 
co ntro l o f su perintendents w ho claim 
to u se fu ll au tho rity in dealing with

T'nder

sy stem

in co nsequ ence. The sanitary co nditio ns

health. Phy sicians sta te th at tu bercu ­ 
lo sis is dispro po rtio nately prev alent in 
the sto cky ards and the v ictim s o f this

wo o den flo o rs o f the dark wo rk ro o ms, 
fro m which falling scraps o f m eat are 
later sho v eled u p to ho co nv erted into 
fo o d pro du cts.

sho rt re*st, w ere fo u nd as rare ex cep­ 
tio ns and

wo men are ev en placed in charge o f 
priv ies chiefly fo r the pu rpo se, it w as

Girls and wo m en w ere fo u nd in ro o ms 
registering a tem peratu re o f 38 degrees 
F. w itho u t any v entilatio n w hatev er, 
dejv ending entirely u po n artificial light. 
The flo o rs w ere w et and so ggy , and 
in so m e eases co v ered w ith w ater, so 
th a t the girls had to stand in bo x es 
o f saw du st as a pro tectio n fo r thedr 
feet. 
In a few cast** ev en drippings 
fro m 
th e refrigerato r ro o m s 
abo v e 
trickled thro u gh the ceiling u po n the 
heads o f the w o rkers and u po n the 
fo o d pro du cts being prepared. 
A v ery 
slight ex pense wo u ld hav e fu rnished 
drier flo o rs and pro tected them against 
the trickling* fro m the ceiling.

ro o ms th a t this lo w tem peratu re w as 
esseniai to the pro per keeping o f the 
m eat; bu t precisely sim ilar wo rk w as 
fo u nd in o ther establishm ents carried 
o n in ro o m s kept at a fnir tem pera­ 
tu re. 
In m any cases girls o f 16 , 17 
and 18 y ears stand ten ho u rs a day at 
wo rk, m u ch o f which co u ld be carried 
o n w hile sittin g do wn. 
In sev eral establishm ents w ell-tu an 
aged restau rant* w ere pro v ided fo r th e 
clerical fo rce, and in o ne instance a 
sm o king ro o m w as pro v ided fo r them ; 
bu t no pro v isio n w as fo u nd any w here 
fo r a place to eat fo r the m ale labo r­ 
ers.
